the people are told by their priests that 
reading it will have an injurious effect 
in unsetiling their minds and raising 
doubts as to matters that should be ac- 
eepled without question because taught 
by Mother Chureh and Father Confessor.

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PRAYER AND MISSIONS. 
By E. M. BOUNDS. 


The Spirit of Christ is the spirit of mis- 
sions. Jesus was Lhe first missiomuy. [Ls 
purpose and advent the first missionary 
inovelnent. The missionary spirit is not 
simply w phase or feature of the Gospel, 
hut itis ils essence and Jife. The mission- 
ary movemenh is the church marebing in 
nilitant array to possess the world for 
Christ. Whoever is touched by the Spirit 
of God is touched hy the misstonary spirit, 
Whoever is fired by the Spirit of Cod is 
fired by the sprit of missions. An wati- 
thissionary Christian is a contradiction—l 
might say an impossibility -for the forces 
which put men i harmony with Christ 
vign them with the iisstonary cause. 
Missionary jinpulse is the heart-beat of 
Christ sending the vital forces through 
the whole of Tis body. The life of God's 
people rises or falls with the force of those 
beats. When they cease death cnsues. 

The driving power, (he conquering force 
in God's cause is God Tliniself. “Call 
unto Me and Ll will 
answer thee and 
shew thee vreat and 
nughty things which 
thou knowest not” 1s 
God's challenge — to 
prayer. Prayer puts 
God in full foree in 
Cods work. “Ask 
of Me things to come 
concerning My sons, 
and concerning the 
work of My hands 
command ye Me,” is 
God’s carte rene 
Lo prayer. Faith is 
only omnipotent. 
When on its knees 
and is outstretehed 
hands take hold of 
God: then it draws 
to the ulmost of 

(rod’s capacity; for 
only a praying faith 
can get God’s “all 
things whatsoever.” 
Wonderful lessons 
are. the Syropheni- 


cho woman, the importunate widow 
and the frend at midnight, of what 
dauntless prayer can do in master- 
ing oar defying difficulties, im chang- 
ine defeat into vic a idl triumph 
ing in the regions ol despair, Oneness 
with Christ—the acme of spiritual attain- 


ment—is glorious in all things, most glo- 
rious th that we can then “ask what ye 
will and it. shall be done unto us.” Prayer 
In Jesus’ name puts the crowning crown 
on God because it glorifies Him on dfs 
Sen and pledges the Son to vive “ what- 


soever ? and “anything ” we ask. 
Prayer has its enmulative energy. God 
can do “exeeeding abundantly”? for us, 
but that “ exeeeding abundantly 7 is done 
only for those who, like Paul, pray “night 
and day exeeeding abundantly.” The 
x posLolic missionaries eave themselves 
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“continually to prayer? The apostolic 
word was dependent on prayer “ that it 
might have free course and be glorified.” 


The first missionaries sent out by the 
apostolic church, by order of the Iloly 
Ghost, were sent out by fasling and pray- 
er. ‘Lhe efficiency of apostolic preaching 
under an apostolic commission with apos- 
bolic gifts was dependent on the prayer of 
God's saints. What Inighty cnergics issue 
from prayer! One man of prayer Js a 
mighty weapon in God’s hands. <A pray- 
erless church though Tormed of muilhon- 
aires, who lavish their millions for iis ad- 
vancement, is absolutely worthless and im- 
potent for (iod’s cause. A praying church, 
though poor in all else, is God's right 
hand and girded with Llis omnipotence. 
‘his conflict is not to be won by the 
forces of civilization, not by money, or by 
members, but by men and women who 
have graduated in the Divine science of 
prayer. Christendom sehooled in the 
closet of prayer will be the assaulting 
force to which alone paganism will yield. 
The church on her koees is the sign by 
which we conquer, the prophecy, presage 
and trumpet sound of our Lord’s coming. 
Prayer is God’s great instrument for the 
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advancement of Elis cause in this world. 
Ie does nothine wrthout prayer. 
omnipotent forces can be put in Crod’s 
movement only by man’s prayer. Man's 
praying and God's ae ain do anything. 
lt. takes a great deal of hoth to do great 
things for ‘God. Tho measure of God's 
power put into anything may be guaged 
hy the measure of true praying put into 
it. It takes Gods promise and man’s 
pray ing to bring wondrous things to pass.

We emphasize other things more than 
we do the necessity of prayer. Not a few 
of us have heard an hundred addresses 
stressing the imperative need of moncy 
against one stressing the need of prayer. 
All of our plans and deviecs are to raise 
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money, not to quicken faith and prayer. 
Prayer will come as a matter of course, 
say we. Nay, verily, spiritual agencies 
never come as a matter of course. Spurit- 
unl duties and factors left to the matter- 
of-course law fall out and die. Only the 
things which are stressed and reiterated 
live and rule in spiritual realms. Do we 
say they who give wili pray? Not by any 
means. ‘They who truly pray will give lib- 
erally, self-denyingly. Ile who enters the 
closet for God will open his purse for 
God, but perfunctory assessment eiving 
is either substituted for prayer or kills 
praying. ‘lhe emphasizing the material 
also by an inexorable law retires and dis- 
counts the spiritual. It is truly wonder- 
ful how great a part money plays in our 
religious movements and how little part 
prayer plays. In striking contrast with 
this, 1 is truly marvelous how great a 
part prayer played in primitive Christi- 
anity and Methodism and how little part 
money played, 

This is not against the coflection, but 
for it, for the grace of giving is nowhere 
cultivated to a richer growth than in the 
closet. If all our mission boards and sec- 
retaryships were turned into praying 
bands until the agony of real prayer and 
travail with Christ for a perishing world 
eame on, then real estate, bank stoeks and 
United States bonds, would be in the mar- 
ket for the spread ‘of Christ’s kingdom. 
If the spirit of prayer prevailed mission 
bands, whose individuals members are 
worth millions, would not be staggering 
under a load of debt, and great churches 
would not have a yearly deficit and a year- 
ly grumbling, grudging pressure to pay a 
beggarly assessment to support a handful 
of missionaries with the additional humil- 
iation of haying to reeall some of them. 
The ongoing of God's kingdom is locked 
up in the closet and not in the contribu- 
tion box. 

God’s saints are to pray till God’s king- 
dom has fully come and earth transfigured 
to rival heaven 

The whole statement and trend of the 
Bible are to this end, that prayer is the 
great instrument for the aggressive ad- 
vance of God’s cause. God turns Himself 
over to the praying ones whose souls are 
on fire for His glory. They and they only 
ean “command God.” ‘Those who give 
tod no rest day nor night are the mighty 
forees in His kingdom. .Christ goes into 
partnership only with those who are one 
with Him in prayer. The Holy Ghost de- 
livers the executive force of the Godhead 
through prayer, and abides and works 
with [lis almighty power in those through 
whose prayers He can find voice and out- 
going for His unutterable groaning prayer. 

The key to missionary success is ar- 
dent, unceasing prayer. That key is held 
by the home churches. 

The home church has done but a paltry 
thing when she furnishes the money to 
support her missionaries. Prayerless giv- 
ing breeds sterility and death. Poor pray- 
ing at home is the solution of poor results 
in the foreign fields. Prayerless giving 
the secret of lack of the missionary spirit 
and of crisis in the missionary movement 
and of the accumuation of debts on the 
missionary boards.

We know Mr. Lucky very 
well and Mr. Gaebelein visited him in 
Stanislaus, where he is doing a silent but 
good work among his brethren. He is a 
Galcian by birth and a great Talmudist. 
While a student at the Rabbinical college 
in Berlin he was converted by the reading 
of the New Testament and had to sacrifice 
everything. 
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The Jewish Institute of Leipzig, Ger- 
many, founded by the late Prof. I’. De- 
litsch, has issucd a statement and appcal 
jor funds. The object of the Institute is 
the training of young men, both Jews and 
Gentiles, for mission work among God’s 
ancient people. The present director, Dr. 
G. Dalman, is an able scholar. Ye wish 
the Institute much success. 
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A number of letters are before us 
written in different languages by Jews. 
Here is one from Canada, informing us 
that the writer has accepted Jesus as his 
Saviour and speaking of a friend who has 
done the same. Another letter, written 
in Hebrew, reached us [rom one of the 
Eastern States, and the writer signs him- 
self “Your brother in Jesus, the Messiah,” 
while a third one comes from Mexico, 
written by a Hebrew, who is inquiring for 
the way. Ilere are others from Western 
States, from Poland and Russia, and each 
one gives us the same joyful news, that 1s, 
God’s Spirit is breathing upon the dry 
bones of the house of Israel, the fig-tree 
is budding and will soon bring forth its 
long-expected fruit. We can hardly rca- 
lize the importance and great necessity of 
our testimony to the awakening nation. 
While the Lord is perfecting His own, and 
the Lamb’s wife is making herself ready 
for the great meeting with Him, the 
Spirit of the Lord is also reviving Israel 
and calls the remnant from among the 
people to-day. Oh, ict us continue to help 
in this timely work, it means nothing less 
than bringing the King back. 
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Bosnia, nominally still a part of the 
Ottoman /'mpire, has a Jewish population 
of 8,213 souls. They are descendants of 
the Spanish Jews, who, when driven out 
of Spain in 1574, obtained permission 
from Sultan Murid ITI. to settle in Bosnia. 
They still speak Spanish and have pre- 
served most of their customs and habit. It 


seems that up lo this time ihe New 'lesta- 
ment in Llebrew has not yet been distrib- 
uted among them. ‘There are large num- 
bers of Jews all through the different 
states of the Balkan-Peninsula. Mr. Gach- 
elem reached some of them in the State of 
Roumania.

These 
words voice the sentiments of our own 
heart. 

“fam thankful for the inerecased num- 
ber of prayer-meetings atnong you, dear 
friends, at home. We need that holy hands 
should be uplifted for us who are working 
in dificult places, surrounded by all sorts 
of opposition. Let us be a praying peo- 
ple, but also a waiting people. The ad- 
vent call has been going through our 
lands. Let us appear before the Jow as a 
waiting people. I do not know whether 
some of my colleagues have experienced 
the same as myself. Sometimes when | 
first spoke to the Jews about the Messiah 
who had come they would not take it in; 
but when I turned to my glorious hope, 
my sure expectation, lo what Jesus would 
be, how Ee would come, where JJe would 
come, and what Ie would do, then the 
Jow began to listen. Let us appear before 
the people of God as those who wait for 
the Messiah. And do we not hear some- 
thing of the shaking of the bones in the 
gathering together of the Jews, in their 
entering into the Jfoly Land, and does it 
not scem to us that something is going on 
among the Jews preparing for the glorious 
reign of Christ? Have we not seen remark- 


able pamphlets like, “ Why do we not be- 


eome Christians?” or that other one “Cou- 
version and love.” I say these voices show 
us there is a movement going on. 9 Oh, 
friends, let us go on praying and waiting, 
doing the work of our fathers, and as God 
moves Himself Jet us stand also in the 
midst of the Jewish people, the scattered 
throughout all lands, uplifting before 
them Tim who is the perfect sacrifice, the 
living Lord and the coming King.” 

Amen! Let us appear as a waiting pco- 
ple, not only before the Jews, but also 
before the whole world.

There are many kinds of hfe, rising 
from lower to higher forms. ‘The tiniest 
plant Js immeasurably higher than the 
loftiest mountain of inorganic matter, be- 
cause the one has life and the other has 
not. So, in turn, the smallest insect is im- 
measurably higher than the loftiest palm 
tree under whose shade it is sheltered, be- 
cause it has conscious life while the palm 
tree has only vegetable organism. The 
feeblest infant is higher than the mam- 
moth elephant or lordly lion because it 
has an immortal soul and 4 rational na- 
ture! Still higher we ascend until we 
reach the spiritual plane, and there it is 
just as true that the humblest and least 
cultured new-born child of God stands 
higher than the wisest sage, because he 
has within him a spiritual life, the very 
transcript of God’s own nature, of which 
the other knows nothing, and he belongs 
to the Divine order while the other is only 
human. 

This will help us to understand our text 
and rise to the gradation of character in 
the infinite seale of life’s possibilities. 
There are people who have only a nominal 
existence, representing perhaps the high- 
est type of physical beauty and athletic 
strength. ‘hey are just splendid animals 
and nothing more. No man truly lives 
until he is born from above, but it is pos- 
sible to have a new birth and still be far 


short of the acceptable and perfeet will of 
God. The votce of heavenly grace calls 
us onward from salvation to sanctifica- 
tion, from infaney 10 maturity, from par- 
don to purity. 

This is not merely gradual progression. 
There is a distinct crisis where the soul 
passes Into a new experience and relation- 
ship with God, as distinctly as Isracl 
passed from the wilderness over Jordan 
into the promised land. 

But even this may be but a limited ex- 
perience and a self-centered blessing. It 
is possible to have the blessing without 
the Blesser, the sanctification without the 
Sanctifier, the stale without the glorious 
Person who is its fountain and continual 
supply. God is calling us forward from 
all experiences, blessings and conditions 
to personal union with Himself. ‘The 
baptism of the Iloly Ghost and the in- 
dwelling of the Lord Jesus Christ, are 
more than any condition of cleansing and 
spiritual effort. They bring us into a per- 
manent relation with God in Christ, who 
is made unto us of God “ wisdom, right- 
eousness, sanctification and redemption.” 

l‘urther, even this may be confined to 
one department of our being. Many re- 
ceive the fullness of Jesus into their hearts 
but know nothing of His love as a source 
of physical strength, health and exhila- 
rance. The acceptable and perfect will of 
yod ineludes our complete salvation, 
quickening and preservation in spiritual, 
physical and mental soundness unto the 
coming of our Lord. 

Still further we may enter upon the en- 
joyment of all this and then we may stop 
short and cease to grow. There is for us 
an infinite progression and there are a 
thousand touches ef grace which the Holy 
Spirtt has provided for the soul that walks 
with Ilim in full obedience. God has left 
for us not only the white robes but the 
wedding garments, not only the things 
that are pure but the things that ure love- 
ly, not only the groundwork of Christian 
rightness but the training of the Holy 
Ghost in all the touches of Ilis deeper life 
as Ife leads us into the complete unfold- 
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ing of the life of Jesus in all our being. 
In truth there is no place where a healthy 
spirth can safely linger and say it is 
enough, here I rest. It is from strength 
to strength, from grace to glory, from 
more to more, and it will be so forever- 
ERR BS i ¢-3 

All this will cost us something. In each 
new advance, like the strata marked by 
geology in the structure of our globe, 
there will be the marks of great convul- 
sions and the destruction of previous 
forms of life to make way for new unfold- 
Ings of our Christian expericnees. It is 
only as we are brave enough to be obedi- 
ent and true to God and ourselves that 
we can enter into all that lle has for us. 
He will let us draw back if we will and we 
shall find that we haye missed a prize and 
perhaps have lost a crown.

Ilere again there is mueh danger of 
coming short. 


I. Many come short by secking a self- 
ish, spiritual experience. ‘'Phey want a 
blessing for themselves and they lose it 
by seeking to keep it. Closing the shut- 
ters to keep the sunshine in they find it is 
gone. Christian experience js full of Dead 
Seas. ‘They have no outlet, but become 
unhealthy and stagnant pools simply be- 
‘ause they have loved to receive and not 
to bestow. God’s one occupation is to give 
and bless, and a healthy spirit will always 
be about Tlis Master's business pressed 
forward by an instinctive wunpulse that 
presses it beyond its narrow circle of mere 
self-interest. 

JI. But many who desire to be useful 
and honestly seck to be a blessing, come 
short of God’s best by mistaking other 
work for God’s. They push out in the en- 
ergy of the Hesh and try to do something, 
and they enter into their own works in- 
stead of Ilis and find after a while God 
never sent them and while He accepted 
their motive and desire IIe was not glori- 
fied by their carnal and earthly activity. 
God lets us very often find in these well 
nicant endeavors that He needs ncot our 
work but He is pleased to use us for our 
own sakes and train us to be workers with 
Ilim and to find in Him the source of all 
our strength and all our service. How 
beautiful and heart searching is that sim- 
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ple verse in Ephesians which gives the 
true definition of Christian service, “ We 
are Tis worktnanship ereated in Christ 
Jesus unto good works which God hath 
before prepared that we should walk in 
them.” Our very works are prepared and 
we put them on as the actor on the stage 
wears the garments of his part. God has 
a new equipment for every situation. ‘The 
plan must come from Tim and the power 
to perform it. His must be the faith and 
love, the wisdom and tact, the courage 
and perseverance. 

{ik Many come short of the acceptable 
and perfect will of God by getting into 
second-class work. We read of monks in 
the Middic Ages that spent lives endeav- 
oring to decide hew many angels could 
stand on the point of a needle and such 
laborious trifling in the name of religion. 
There are people to-day that are spend- 
ing fortunes and countless hours in stu- 
dying new vestments for some ritualistic 
services, new decorations for what they 
eall God’s sanctuary, new forms of cere- 
monial worship and new methods m 
which to waste the Lord’s money and bur- 
fesque ihe J.ord’s service. There are mill- 
jones spent in church building and church 
decoration that will never do anybody any 
eternal good, but which will only become 
idolatrous shrines for people to worship a 
system or a wan or to gather in the ex- 
clusiveness of a Sunday club. ‘There are 
people who spend millions of dollars in 
recovering some old remnant of marble 
from the ruins of Corinth, or some bit of 
clay from Egypt, Assyria or Babylon, and 
who pour out at the shrine of art cnough 
of God’s sacred treasure to evangelize the 
whole world. They are people who think 
they are doing God service by buiiding a 
new university or endowing one and then 
find that it becomes the headquarters for 
disseminating higher criticism or even un- 
Bible and the relig- 
There are people en- 


dermining the very 
ion of Jesus Christ. 
gaved in second-class work of  yarious 
kinds. Many of God’s consecrated chil- 
dren are giving enormous amounts of 
money to mere humanitarian schemes and 
social reform movements to better the 
physical and social condition of men with- 
out regard to their supreme spiritual and 
immortal needs. 

The law of God’s kingdom is “let the 
dead bury the dead but follow thou Me.” 
There are plenty of people to do these 
things. There is plenty of money in the 
hands of the world or the wnsanctified 
Christian to carry out these projects. Ii 
Giod has led you further on it is that you 
may lead others in the same direction. If 
tod has taken you into partnership with 
Himself and given you the Holy Ghost He 
intends that you should use your high 


spiritual endowment for work that is dear- 
est to His heart and the work which the 
world and the worldly Christian neither 
appreciate nor understand. The reason 
that God has withdrawn His blessing from 
many of His dear children for wasting 
their lives in these secondary things is 
because Ile wants to lead them higher, 
and when they obey Ilin Ue will give 
them success and blessing and prosper all 
their work for Him when il becomes His 
work. 

IV. Thousands of God’s children are 
working out of His plan. They are not 
doing just the work that God has for them. 
It is not true to say * So Jong as I am 
doing the best 1 can, will not that suffice?” 
Nay, brother, God has not anything, but 
God has something for yeu to do. He 
has not half a dozen wills but Tle has one 
will for every child, and if you miss that 
you will miss God’s best. Many of us 
spent years of our hfe in trying to con- 
vert the whole world, to close up all the 
saloons, to get everybody converted that 
we came in contact with and to carry on 
a jot of religious enterprises according to 
our own ideas and perseverance and we 
alled it “work.” God has taught us that 
that is not His plan. The world is not as 
near being converted as it was a hundred 
years ago. The saloons are not as near 
being closed as they were at the com- 
mencement of this century. 

God’s plan is quite different. It is to 
send the Gospel quickly to all the world 
and gather out of all nations a people for 
His name, and when this sheaf of first 
fruits shall have been gathered and offered 
as a wave offering before the Lord then 
will come the world’s great least of ‘Tab- 
ernacies, the harvest home of the aged, 
the coming of the Lord Jesus and the in- 
vathering of all the nations into the king- 
dom of Christ. 

The man who understands this and 
works accordingly will work in hope and 
in conformity with the will of God. This 
mere laboring for a mere Utopan dream 
will meet with sad disappointments and 
at last all end in sorrow, and we will say 
we have failed and sometimes be te:inpted 
to think that even God is failing. 

As we look out upon the unsaved mill- 
ions among heathen lands we might well 
despair if it were not for the hope of our 
Lord’s speedy return. Our missionaries 
tell us of widespread efforts and limited 
returns. God has not told us that all the 
sced shall spring up and bring forth fruit. 
Much of it will perish by the wayside. 
Myriads will reject our message but it is 
ours to give if and pass on until all the 
world has heard it. Te has said there are 
“other sheep” in all the nations, those 
who will hear His voice and when all have 
heard and followed then He will come 
and accomplish in a moment what we have 
failed to do in ages. Let us understand 
Ilis plan. Tet us work accordingly and 
thus we shall prove what is the acceptable 
and perfect will of God. 

V. It is possible to work for God con- 
scientiously and sincerely and yet without 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit and the 
enduement of power. God insists on sup- 
plying to us all the resources for our work

and no man or woman has anv right or 
business to go forth and represent Him 
until he is equipped with His panoply and 
able to work in His enabling. 

VI. The highest service for God must 
be a service of faith. Mere human effort 
will only reach as far as we can see, but 
the truest service reaches out beyond all 
ken and all our resources and takes the 
infinite possibilities of God to supplement 
our nothingness. God wants the work of 
faith in His kingdom, When Judson went 
to India and Burmah others could see no 
prospect, and for weary years he saw noth- 
ing but imprisonment and suffering, but 
when asked what the prospeets were his 
sublime answer was, “ As broad as the 
promises of God” and to-day nearly a 
hundred thousand saved men and women 
are the fruit of his glorious faith. When 
Livingston buried himself in the heart of 
Afries. his countrymen could not under- 
stand his strangely wasted years, but he 
trudged on through the lone wilderness 
until at last he died in the heart of Africa. 
But in one of his letters to his ehildren 
we read these two Hnes— 

“T see a form you cannot see, 
{ hear a voice you cannot hear.” 


We was following on in the path of faith. 
lle was working for a vision which has 
now begun to burst upon the Christian 
world, and the opening up of Afriea to 
commerce and the Gospel, with its chains 
of missions all along the winding pathway, 
is Grod’s answer to his heroic faith. 
How much ean I do for my Saviour? 
How much for my fellowman? 


With Jesus within to enable 
1 can do more than I can, 


God loves the work that dares the im- 
possible and reaches out into [fis own in- 
finity and eternity. So let us catch His 
thought, understand Ilis plan and prove 
all that “ good and aeceptable and perfeet 
will of God.” 

VII. The highest service for God must 
have sacrifice in it as well as duty. Sac- 
rifice is Just the other name for love. It 
is not enough to do something for our 
Masier and our fellow-man. It is not 
enough to do what is casy and reasonable. 
Vhe serviee God loves is the service that 
costs and the saerifiee that hurts until it 
ceases to hurt because of the joy of love. 
(od has never done any great or glorious 
work without first introducing the ele- 
ment of sacrifice. What He wants in our 
serviee is the mark of Calvary and the 
love that costs. It is not the rich and 
the great who are to evangelize the world 
in earth’s last days and the Gospel’s last 
campaign. The true sense of the word mar- 
tyr is to he seen in our witnessing for Je- 
sus. The word “martyr” means “witness” 
and every witness should be a martyr and 
service and suffering blend in the love 
that counts no sacrifice too dear for Him 
who loved and died to teach the eternal 
law of love as the standard of our highest 
service. “If One died for alt then all 
died, and He died for all that they which 
live should not henceforth live for them- 
selves, but unto Him that rose again.” 
This is the “good, acceptable and per- 
fect will of God.”

“What God hath joined together, let no 
man put asunder,” 


These words were originally spoken by 
Jesus to discourage divorce, but they have « 
a wider application than to the mar riage 
relationship. There are many things 
which God has joined together that are 
put asunder through indifference or ig- 
eee ce 

Ability and responsibility are united 
by Clad Opportunity and ability together 
constitute privilege and determine re- 
sponsibility. Opportunity is God-given, 
and if unused passes away, never to re- 
turn. 

A man with a fortune has a wide oppor- 
tunily for usefulness. He can feed the 
hungry, clothe the naked and relieve the 
misery of his fellow-creatures everywhere. 
He can multiply his own personality by 
sending his money where he cannot go 
himself. Tle can so administer his stew- 
ardship as to gain the lasting gratitude 
of his fellow-men and the approval of his 
Heavenly Father. 

Many disregard these duties and waste 
their wealth to gratify their vanity and 
minister to their selfish pride, thus put- 
ling asunder what God has joined to- 
gether. 

A man may have an education. Its 
possession obligates him to use it for the 
hinprovement of society. He betrays his 
trust 1f he makes no use of his culture or 
allows it to minister merely to his self- 
gratification, 

A man who has political power, a 
woman who has social influenee, is bound 
by a sacred trust to do more eood than 
others occupying a less exalted position. 

The chureh has the means to evangelize 
the world speedily. Capacity creates “obli- | 
gation, and unless these obligations are 
discharged, condemnation is ‘ereatly in- 
creased. Our responsibilities are always 
commensurate with our privileges, and 
we can only discharge the one when we 
properly appreciate the other. 

IT. Liberty and charity ought never to 
be dissociated. Civil, intellectual and 
spiritual liberty are rightly reekoned 
among the greatest blessings. We are 
bound to accord the same religious privi- 
leges to others that we enjoy ourselves. 
While we are tenacions of our own convic- 
tions, we ought to respect the opinions of 
others, even though at variance with ours, 
considering that they have an equal right 
with us to entertain and propagate them. 


Bigotry, blindness and bitterness usually 
zo together. Lfow sad is the history of re- 
igs persecution in all ages! What riv- 
rs of blood have been shed and what re- 
ieheless wars have been waged in the 
name of the Prince of Peace ! % Religious 
intolerance seems to be a relic of the anke 


ages, but it survives in many forms to- 
day. Catholicity and charity ought to go 


with Jiberty, and we have to be on our 
vuard against the seductive conccit of sec- 
tarianism and the curse of denomina- 
tional pride. 

TIT. Liberality and prosperity have been 
joined together by God and are not to be 
put asunder. Liberality does not depend 
upon the largeness of one’s gifts. ‘Phe 
two mites of the poor widow mean more 
than the large donations of the million- 
aire, Prosperity is something more than 
the multiplying of material resources. A 
nian may accumulate wealth through mi- 
serliness, but he cannot be said to pros- 
per if his life becomes narrowed and his 
at contracted by his gains. On the 
other hand, a man might be considered to 
he prosperous though his bank account 
diminished daily, if “he was increasing In 


‘he esteem of all right-thinking men, in 
intellectual productiveness and in the 
rich variety of spiritual experience. “The 


Viberal soul shal] be made fat and he that 
waters others shall be watered also hitm- 
sell,” 

IV. Iniquity and adversity are Divinely 
united and involved in the very nature of 
things. Just as surely as prosperity fol- 
lows righteousness ad versity follows wick- 
edness. Nations as well as individuals are 
strong or weak in- proportion to their 
morality. The word “ ought” outweighs 
everything in the universe. When we 
obey t the behests of duty, we experience a 
joy that is a foretaste of Heaven. When 
we consciously violate obligation, we are 
restless and unhappy, and ‘this is a fore- 
hoding of hell. Death ineludes all these 
pains and penalties whieh come from 
transgressing the laws of God. Such 1s 
the depravity of the human heart that 1t 
requires a deterrent from wrong-doing. 
The Almighty governs the universe jn ac- 
cordance with Taw. Law must be en- 
forced by sanctions, otherwise it is noth- 
ing but advice. Any attempt to remove 
these penalties by removing the produc- 
ing cause, is an interference with the Di- 
vine arrangement, a putting asunder what 
yod has joined together. 

V. Justification and sanctification 
should not be separated in the experience 
of the child of God. After being Justified 
by faith, why should many long “sad years 
succeed of sinning and repenting, of vac- 


illation and vicissitude, before being sanc- 
tified and established in the perfect will 
of God ? Why should we wait for sorrow 
or death to accomplish what the Holy 
Spirit stands ready to do at any time ? 
If the two experiences are not theologi- 
cally coincident, at least one should sue- 
ceed the other so closely that no appre- 
clable interval of time should elapse be- 
tween them. God has joined thein inti- 
mately together and they ought not to 
- so far divorced that one is obtained 
by faith here and the other by purgatorial 
fires hereafter. The same Divine power 
that secures the one is adequate to achieve 
Lhe other, since the precious blood of 
Christ is the only ground of both, 

VI. Holiness and healing are Divinely 
wedded and if is both unseriptural and 
ifogical to forbid the banns. Man is a 
com pound being, composed of soul and 
body. Sin and Satan have touched both 
and salvation repairs the damages they 
have made. The sane Gospel that pro- 
vides the cleansing of the soul from sin 
provides also for the healing of the body 
from disease, since both sin and sickness 
come from Satan, Jesus was manifested 
to destroy the works of the devil. God is 
elorified the most when He is allowed to 
lo His perfect work in soul fad body. 
satan should be driven out of his last 
entrenchinents and God should be served 
on carth by aw holy, healed and happy 
people. 

These six samples of what God has 
joined together seem to show us the im- 
possiblity of improving upon the Divine 
handiwork. 

We can neither increase the efficiency 
nor add to the beauty of anything that 
Ciod has made. Indeed, man touches God’s 
work only to mutilate and mar. God 
makes no mistakes. Ile who would eriticise 
or stigmatize the Divine handiwork either 
has asmine slunidity or devilish malig- 
nity. As we see the warning “Hands OIF! p 
displayed above some beautiful fabric in 
in exposition, let us recognize a similar 
prohibition in the spiritual world above 
the arrangements and adjustments of Di- 
yibe wisdom, and never soil or spoil by 
wnhallowed touch thei exquisite propri- 
ety and beauty.

But 
even then the injunction involves an ob- 
licalion to observe natural courtesy, in 
that it is catalogued with exhortations to 
“love as brethren” and to “be tender- 
hearted,” not rendering evil for evil, or 
reviling for reviling, but contrawise bless- 
ing.” 

lor a definition of courtesy we accept 
that in the Standard Dictionary, as being 
“ politeness originating in kindliness and 
exercised habitually.” That means, po- 
liteness in the spirit as well as letter, and 
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which may lead, on occasion, to a sacri- 
fice of mere etiquette in a cause of good 
will; to a daring to be unfashionable for 
kindness’ sake; ‘and possibly to a painful 
forbearance and heroic self-repression out 
of revard to another's feclings. hat is 
to say, it is a grace which calls for dis- 
cruninating and deheate applications of 
the Golden Rule in many ways trifling in 
themselves. 

Oh, it was the way tn which Jesus did 
and said everything as much as what Ile 
did and said, that was so wonderful. Ilis 
mode of speech, Llis wisdom in saying no 
more than sulficient, [iis way of parrying 
hostility. Jbis suggestion of a heavenly 
thought fora bantering question, ]lis con- 
stant shield of ecalin self control and in- 
vulnerable patience--all this, and = far 
more, was marvelous ! 

The soldiers sent to arrest Him forget 
their errand as they listened, and went 
back to report to those who had sent them, 
“ Never man spake like this man !” 

How adroitly Jesus won, instead of com- 
peling, a econtession from the woman at 
the well by beginning to talk of the water 
she was about Lo draw, and then of the 
life-giving water Ile could bestow, and so 
pradually. uncovermy her sad nocd of just 
such refreshment, vel without an epithet 
of denunciation, sulfering conscience once 
awakened to do its own work ! 

How considerate was Ilis protection of 
the woman about to be stoned, quictly 
writing upon the ground with His fingers 
as Ile rebuke d her : accusers; and yet, w ‘hen 
they had departed, how plainly He con- 
demned while fle forgave, when He said 
to her, “ Go, and sin no more.” 

With what ease He caught those crafty 
hypocrites who presented Ilim with the 
alternative of offending cither Jews or 
Romans, when they asked, “Is it lawful 
to give tribute unto Caesar or no ?” by 
leaving their dilemma with themselves to 
settle, in the reply, “ Render unto Caesar 
the things that are aesar’s, and unto God 
oa things that are Godl’s. 

But Jesus cared not always to stand 
apart in amiable indifference, avoiding 
questions and questioners. Ile met not 
all sueh with an unextended hand. Equal- 
ly eager was He to catch at a good as to 
waive aside a bad intention, loving to 
bring into light any intimation of heav- 
enly mindedness. hus, to the Seribe 
who commended Christ’s summary of the 
commandments into love of God and man, 
He replied, “ Thou art not far from the 
kingdom of God.” And surely we may 
have all imagined how tenderly Jesus 
looked upon ‘the Young man who ap- 
proached, asking, “ What lack I yet?” for 
it is recorded that Jesus “ beholding him, 
loved him, while He repled, “ One thing 
thou fackest.” 

With what gentle appreciation did Jesus 
accept of the alabaster box of ointment, 
an apparent waste of money, as the gift 
of one who wanted to bestow something 
worthy on His very person, and not sim- 
ply in behalf of His cause. 
eredly has the promised memorial of her 
been handed down to us in His preached 
Word, inhaling a fragrance of her deed 
swecter than of the spikenard she opened. 


And how sa- 


Oh, it must have been the winning way 
of Jesus that kept the weary multitudes 
so long in the wilderness, forgelful of any 
need of other food than that of Ilis words! 
This winning way that drew the children 
to Ilis arms and the magdalens to kiss LLis 
feet ! 

But, alas, has the view not obtained in 
some minds that any attention to suavily 
of manner and language betokens an ap- 
proach to childishness, and that in a mat- 


ter of importance it is a positive hin- 
drance? Not so, courtesy is not clfemi- 
nacy. Extremes may meet, and those 


who are so particular as not to become cf- 
fuminate may verge to coarseness. 

But here some one may reply, “ It is 
my way to speak riyht out what I mean. 
We cannot all be alike; one person does 
his good in one way and another in anoth- 
er. All have their plaee, and I haye mine. 
T speak out my mind, conecaling noth- 
Lies 

Yes, my friend, your way, and alas! 
Yes, you speak right out, and often go 
riding roughshod over the sensitive hearts 

of others ! Flow needless. Ilow unkind. 
W ho gave you the right ? Who delegated 
you as gencral committeeman to smash 
into everything you don’t like, and « 
meddler-in- chict to settle all matters as 
you judge best ? 

Yes, brother, sister, you have your work 
to do, given of God, but are you quite 
sure it is a part of that work to do it 
always in your way ? May not your way 
often ruin your work 2? llave you not dis- 
eovered that some people can say and do 
clFectively almost anything they please, 
simply because of their charming but sen- 
sible way of going about it ? It is simply 
marvelous what a deal of sermonizing 
even sensitive sinners will frequently take 
from them, and how they will bow to 
their precepts ! 

‘True, you may have your peculiar tem- 
perament, but so have others. True, you 
might feel fettered and cramped at first 
in attempts to do differently, and think 
you could not work at all, but possibly 
a little perseverance in self-restraint might 
conyinee you, in the end, that every step 
in the new way has counted for two in the 
old. 

Granted, that we cannot all be alike, 
and that it is not desirable that we should 
be, yet what a pity we are not all of us 
more after the pattern of the Divine Man 
in this matter of courtesy; that we do not 
acquire more of the tact of a gentle hand; 
more of the knack of saying and doing 
fiily for times and occasions. “ A word 
spoken in season, how good it is P” 

Your peculiarly open nature is not 
sciven you that you may yicld to its every 
impulse to another’s discomfort, but that 
you may discipline it and it may disci- 
pline you. It is the very whetstone needed 
to give a truer edge to discretion. Re- 
member, we are taught by the wise man 
that “he who ruleth his own spirit is 
better than he that taketh a city,” and the 
reason is not hard to discover. For one 
who besieges a city has his enemies in 
sight and their weak points can be stud- 
ied at leisure, but one bent on self-con- 
trol jis surrounded by enemies, even his 
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own infirmities, which are beseiging him, 
and who ean study his weak points, and 
who are ever crafiy and violent, ready to 
storm the outposts or scale the walls on 
the slightest Jack of vigtlance on his part. 

No character becomes more noble and 
complete than strong natures self-con- 
trolled. Just as some cities, renowned in 
history as marts of commerce and eentres 
of power, grew up amidst natural disad- 
vantayes, and by the strength developed 
in overcoming them, so have many mem- 
orable lives achieved their ees ‘y by 


self-conquest, An istince found in 
Roger Sherman, one of the cs of the 
Declaration of Independence, who, al- 


though aman of quick natural impulses, 
is said to have become so habitual! ly calm 
and self-possessed that President Jelffer- 
son, in pointing him out to a friend, re- 
marked, “That is a man who never ‘said 
a foolish thing in his life.” 

But, possibly you ask, “ If emergencies 
call for quiek results how shall we speed 
them by a course of slow courtesy?” We 
reply, courtesy does not always lag. It 
can be spry without being rough. Now- 
adays, when all is under a pressure of 
haste, an order of courtesy is needed 
whieh may be compared to the new 
smokeless powder, , Which is just as elfec- 
five as the old kind of colonial days, but 
without the punetilious ado. TLaste and 
indiscreet directness may sometimes be a 
waste of foree, an explosion without a 
shot. Heads and hearts and hands are 
often sooner reached by the suggestive 
method than by baiterics of appeals and 
importunities. Human hearts are not un- 
like flowers, which open willingly to yield 
therr fragrance to the gentle entreaties of 
the dews, the sunbeains and the a 
but when compelled by the rough hand- 
linge of the Sai are lacerated, but un- 
responsive. Delaying sometimes even im- 
portant matters a little, in order to find 
room for courtesy, may not be lost time 
and pains. Zeal without courtesy may be 
a fatal over doing. 


Some words are thought-buds, young and ten- 
der, 
Swect prophecies of flowers; 
To wait their miracle of blooming 
Is not a waste of hours. 


To woo these blossoms from their buddings 
Needs God’s simplicity; 

A gentle urt denied to many— 
Its name is, Courtesy! 


But there is another view. One may 
feel some reasonable exeuse for a lack of 
this grace, in that he finds so many people 
in the wrong, so much everywhere to set 
right, 80 many crying sins in view. And 
the question arises, Are we never, then, 
to be direct and unsparing in rebuke? Ob- 
serve how John the Baptist berated the 
hypocritical Pharisees: “ O generation of 
vipers!” And how Jesus denounced the 
same class: “ Seribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
erites!?? and how Paul scathingly ad- 
dressed the unworthy high priest: “ Thou 
whited sepulehre !” « and how Peter turned 
on the sorcerer: “ O, full of all subthity 
and mischief, thou child of the devil, thou 
enemy of all righteousness 1’ 

For answer, we would say that while we 
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are to be uncompromising in separation 
from, and denunciation of, evil, yet bit- 
ter epithets hurled mercilessly against in- 
dividuals are only in place when, as In 
these Scripture instance, the Holy Ghost 
Inspires or incites their utterance; other- 
wise, be our purpose never so pure, we are 
in danger ef ending in the flesh what we 
began im the Spirit. lor though we are 
enjoined, “ Lt any of you do err from the 
truth, let him know that. he whieh con- 
verteth the sinner from the crror of his 
way shall save a soul fr om death and shall 
hide a multitude of sins,” yet we are again 
admonished, “* If a man be overtaken in a 
fault, ye which are spiritual restore such 
an one in the spirit of meekness, consid- 
ering thyself, lest thou also be tempted.” 

The grace of Christian courtesy has an 
important mission in the home cirele, but 
probably it is least thought of here. 
Some families diseard all idea of polite- 
ness until a guest comes and then what a 
transformation ! Smiles and pleasant 
words suceced scowls and bickerings be- 
tween one member of the household and 
another. But the mask is liable to drop 
occasionally, and the stranger, by putting 
this and that together, and catching now 
and then a rude undertone, guesses the * 
truth. But why lay by kind feelings and 
nice words, like so much jewelry, for pub- 
lie occasions? Does it not pay to make 
home the happiest spot on earth 2? Dis- 
tance should not be all that lends enchant- 
ment to our characters. Contempt bred 
for us by familiarity, is surcly contempt 
bred by us. As the proverl has it, “The 
private path, the-seeret acts of amen, if 
noble, are the noblest of their lives,” 

As a growth of moss may render a hard 
rock a luxurious seat, or a training of ivy 
make an old_and unsightly ruin “pietur- 
esque and enchanting, so do courteous 
words and manners, among intimate 
friends, serve as beautiful screens over 
ungainly points of charaeter which each 
knows belong to the other, but thus hard- 
ly see and care less to penetrate, 

A final view of the advantages derived 
from the exercise of Christian courtesy 
remains to notice: its happy reflex influ- 
ence. Mndeavoring to speak and act kind- 
ly enables us to think kindly, to actually 
see the best things in others, till all life 
looks brighter, and days are summer. 

rroveling and grubbing alter faults and s 
ill motives breeds similarities in ourselves. 
Better interpretations than ihese on the 
surface can generally be discovered by a 
little pains in social life. And so the re- 
verse of the remark just made is possible 
endeavoring to é/dzk kindly helps in turn 
to speak and act kindl y, and soon we find 
ourselves weleomed where we were lately 
disliked. 

Well, possilly you acknowledge the iin- 
portanee of this many-sided grace of 
Christian courtesy and lament its sad neg- 
leet, but ask how may it be best attained 
and cultivated ? Plainly by perceiving 
that it is among the nice applications of 
that Jove described in the thirteenth chap- 
ter of first Corinthians 10 the little de- 
tails of life; and then by observing that 
that love can only be secured in reality as 
a fruit of the Holy Spirit in our lives.

When He appears let Him 
have Ihs own way. Do not anticipate His 
coming by doing what human wisdom 
teaches you should be done. Wait for 
Jlim. Wait if it takes a month or a year 
It will pay you to wait. But when He 
speaks, obey. It will be suicidal if you do 
not. We are not. here to dictate to God, 
but to be controlled by Him.

It takes 
in the great multitudes and * ‘moves” [lim 
ia * heal their infirmities” as well as to 
feed them by miraculously multiplying t 
loaves and fishes. Surely, His very pres- 
ence gives forth an atmosphere of kind- 
ness that is delightful to live in, so much 
so that we may sing: 

“Wylness of joy is with Thy presence, 
Pleasant things by Thyright hand forever.” 

Some of Christ’s “gifts of healing” 
have the peculiarity of being gifts, not so 
much to the one healed, as to the peti- 
tioner. Take, for instance, the healing of 
the daughter of the mother who came to 
Him, saying, “ Deal kindly with me, Sir, 
Son of David, my daughter 1s miserably 
demonized,” to whom Jesus said, “ Be it 
unto thee as thou wilt.” The gift was to 
the mother, the daughter partook, as 
many a demonized daughter has, of God’s 


kindness to her praying mother. Moth- 
ers, read the story of the raising of the 
only son of the widow of Hain, and take 
especial notice of the words: “ And the 
Lord having seen her, was moved with 
compassion towards her, and said to her. 
‘Be not weeping, ” also, “And He gave 
him to his mother,” and see what your 
possthilities for your boys are because of 
God’s compassion towards you, His child. 
Dear boys, 1f you know the blessings that 
have come to you because of God’s kind- 
ness to your godly mother, you would 
want to trust your mother’s God and serve 
Tlim with all of your heart. 

‘he lesson taught by the healing of the 
paralytic servant out of kindness to his 
master, the eenturion, is that God’s favors 
to us should reach at least to all under 
us, and gives an added peace to the words: 
“Ye are the salt of the land, but if the 
salt may lose savor, in what shall it be 
salted ? for nothing i 18 it good henceforth.” 
Wherein have we “savor” if by God’s 
sifts to us “the land ” is not salted? Sure- 
1 y, our responsibilities and blessings reach 
out to all around us, and we are not able 
to say where the limits would be if God’s 
people bad the centurion’s “ great faith.” 

The revelation that we have of the kind- 
ness of Christ, even to His ra in the 
healing of Malchus’ right car, is one of 
great value, for it shows ie under the 
greatest provocation Ile was still kind. 
Peter’s patience had found its Jimit. THis 
sword had told of this fact by entting off 
the ear, but the loving Christ said to him: 
« Suffer ye thus far, and having touched 
his ear, He healed him. ” Tlave we grace 
to obey the words, “ Suffer ye thus far,” 
and do a kindness to those who are op- 
pressing us? Surely, to be like Ifim means 
that we shall be Divinely kind. 

Jf space would allow us to do so cach 
of Christ’s gifts of healing and, indeed, 
all of His miracles, might be dwelt upon 
along this same line to ercat profit; but 
enough light has been oained already for 
us io walk in, for the compassionate 
Christ is the same to-day and invites us 
to come to Elim both for ourselves and for 
our loved ones. When my oldest child 
was a little infant, as TI held her in my 
arms I thought: What would I do if she 
should be sick when not able to tell of her 
aches and pains. It seemed to me that t 
could never endure it. Involuntamly I 
prayed, “Lord, forbid.’ The prayer was 
heard and the child knew no sickness un- 
til some years old.

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TWO INDIAN WIDOWS.

Tara, the little 
Brahmin girl you see in the first picture, 
who was then eleven years old, was living 
with her brother-in-law and his wife. She 


About five years ago, 
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was a child widow. ITfer mother had died 
while she yet an infant, her father mar- 
ried again and her step-mother sold her at 
five years of age to a man fifty-five years 
old for one hundred rupees (a little more 
than $30) and she became his wife. After 
one year the man died, leaving Tara a 
widow. Then, according to the custom 
regarding Hindu widows, the child’s head 
was shaved, her tearli (waist) taken olf, 
and she was henceforth obliged to dress 
as you see her in the picture. 

Her husband’s brother and his wife 
treated her most cruelly. As she grew 
older and was able to work she was set to 
do the drudgery of the family and, as they 
kept an eating-house, this was no small 
task. The heavy brass water-pots which 
you see by her side in the picture had to 
be filled many times a day and carried 





ne 
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home, one on top of the other, on her 
young head for the household cooking, 
cleaning, etc. If there was the least fail- 
ure in obedience the child was beaten mer- 
cilessly and often branded with a hot iron, 
the marks of which she earries to-day. 

ive years passed in this way and she 
finally became desperate, and having 
heard of the “Sharada Sadan,” a school 
for widows in Poona, she delermined to 
run away, and induced a neighbor to write 
and ask Ramabai to come and get her. 
The kind friend was evidently very illit- 
erate, for his letter was scarcely legible, 
from it, however, Ramabai understood 7 
that somewhere was a child-widow whose 
condition was so miserable that unless help 
was given soon she might take her own 
life. The postmark indicated what part 
of the country the letter was from, and 
Ramabai prayed earnestly that God would 
euide her to this suffering soul. 

In two weeks God sent a woman to 
RNamabai’s school who knew of the case 


and could tell her all about it. Ramabai 
sent a teacher for her and the child was 
found. ‘Tara had often told her people 
that she would run away, and the day she 
went the family someway mistrusted she 
was about to leave and the cruel sister-in- 
Jaw came to the station and even scanned 
closely the group in which Tara was stand- 
ing, but God mercifully and, in what 
seemed to therm, a miraculous manner, 
kept her from recognizing the child, and 
she escaped. 

Coming to the school, two years passed 
before she came to prayers, for, true to 
the principles upon which the school was 
established, it is a place of perfect relig- 
ious liberty, and the pupils can keep on 
with their old idolatrous worship or leay- 
ing that come out into the light and lib- 
erty of the glorious gospel of Christ, just 
as they choose, but, blessed be His name, 
the Gospel is still the “ power of God unto 
salvation,” and as they see it lived before 
their eyes from day to day there gradu- 
ally comes into many of their hearts a 
longing to understand it for themselves, 
and coming into prayers they hear the 
truth and “the truth makes them free ” 
and they joyfully give their lives to Christ. 

After Tara had been attending prayers 
for some time she one day announced to 
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Ramabai her intention of . becoming a 
Christian and of being baptized. 

Krom that time on she has grown in 
grace and is now a beautiful Christian 
girl, who will soon marry an Indian Chris- 
tian teacher in one of ihe missions. 

You see her as she is now in the seeond 
picture. 

As I saw her bending over her class in 
sunday sehool not long ago, her faee all 
aglow with the blessed story of the cross, 
which she was telling, my heart ex- 
claimed, * What hath (hod wrought!” 

Another child-widow whom God sepa- 
rated from her peopie fer Himself was 
Rooknabai. ler husband dying when she 
was fiftcen years of ave she was left to the 
tender mereics of her mother-in-law. She 
was branded with a hot iron, beaten, and 
sometimes hung by her fect over a prickly 
pear bush, so that if she moved she would 
tear and scratch herself, while under her 
nose they placed live coals sprinkled with 
pepper. Some of her relatives finally res- 
cued her and sent her to Rainabai. She 
eaine into prayers for a few days after en- 
tering the school, and then for a ycar was 
not seen in the prayer-room at. ‘all; but 
God laid Iis hand upon her. 

She became very il with what the doc- 
tor pronouneecd black leprosy. Her hands 
and fingers were very painful, and though 
she took one the disease gained 
eround and the physician said she must 
be separated from the other girls. Ram- 
abai said to her: “ One thing J know, only 
rod can heal you, and He can and will, if 
you will ask Him.” But Rookmahai not 
only would not pray for herself but abso- 
lutely refused to let others pray with her. 
ITer discase grew worse daily and at length 
she came to Ramabai and said, “ You may 
pray for me.” God heard and in two 
wecks the girl was well. From that time 
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her face was turned to Jesus, who had so 
graciously healed her body, and she be- 
came His loyal and loving disciple, and is 
now a valued assistant in the school. 
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Sunday School Lesson 


August t, 1897, 
By Rev. G. PALMER PARDINGTON, M.A, 


PAUL’S MINISTRY IN CORINTH. 
Acts xviii. 1-11. 


Golden text. Other foundation can no man 
lay than that is laid, which is Jesus Christ. 
(I Cor. iii. 11.) 


IT, INTRODUCTORY NOTES. 


When Paul left Macedonia we know ] 
that it was his intention soon to return 
(I. Thess. ii. 17, 18). He went to Athens 
to avoid a bitter, personal attack by the 
Jews, Mere the apostle awaited the arrival 
of Timothy and Silas, who he expected 
would bring the welcome news that. it was 
safe for him to go back. But their arrival 
was delayed. And Paul, discouraged by 
this fact, and also by his cool reception in 
Athens, hastened to Corinth. Thus, by 
the providence of God, the footsteps of 
the apostle were directed to Greece, the 
land of learning and culture. In Athens, 
Paul’s work was not so exlensive as it was 
at Corinth, where he founded one of the 
strongest and most important churches 
of New Testament times. ‘To this church 
he wrote iwo of his epistles. 

If, EXPLANATORY NOTES. 

1. Paul's private life and friendship in 
Corinth (verse 1-3). 

There can be little doubt that Paul was 
somewhat discouraged when he went to 
Corinth. Three cireumstanees combined 
to dishearten him. Ile had been com- 
pelled to abandon his work in Macedonia. 
Then, Timothy and Silas had failed to 
join him as he expected. Finally, Athens 
had been practically indifferent to his 
preaching. 

Onee, at Peter’s suggestion, the discour- 
aged disciples returned to their fishing 
nets (John xxi. 2,3). So the disheartened 
apostle resumed for a time his old business 
of tent-making. IJivery Jewish boy was 
taught a trade. The rabbis had a saying 
to the effect that whoever brought up his 
son without teaching him a trade practi- 
cally made him a robber. ‘Tarsus was fa- 
mous for its rough goat’s-hair cloth, which 
was used for the tents of shepherds and 
travellers. Paul had an independant 
spirit, and, whenever the oceaston de- 
manded, resorted to his trade as a means 
of livelihood. Aquila and Priseilla, the 
apostle’s Corinthian friends, accompanied 
him a little later to Ephesus and were in 
Rome when the epistle to the Romans was 
written (Acts xvii. 18; Romans xvi. 3). 
Of thie devout couple little is known, but 
much has been conjectured. They were 


certainly true disciples of Christ, who had 
risked even their own lives for Paul’s sake 
(Romans xvi. 4). 

2. Paul’s early ministry to the Jews in 
Corinth (verses +, 5). 

Discouragement did not long remain in 
the heart of Paul. His passion to save 
souls led him every Sabbath to preach in 
the synagogue. In his ministry were 
three elements which are vital and essen- 
tial to the proclamation of the Gospel, 
viz.2 reasoning, persuasion and testimony. 

Paul was a logical preacher. The one 
proposition he songht to prove was that 
Jesus ts the Messiah. But he did not fail 
to appeal to the hearts and consciences of 
his hearers. He stirred the crotions and 
aroused the will in order that he might 
persuade people to accept Christ as their 
Saviour. Paul also knew the power of per- 
sonal testimony. He had an experience 
and did not hesitate to tell it. Dr. Pier- 
son has said that no man can preach with 
power one step beyond his own personal 
religious expericnce. Of Paul it may be 
said that his own testimony corresponded 
at every point with his preaching. 

The arrival of Timothy and Silas great- 
ly cheered Paul. ‘They undoubtedly 
brought contributions from the Macedo- 
nian ehurches, which relieved the necessi- 
lies of the apostle and permitted him to 
devote his entire time and strength to the 
ministry of the word. 

3. Paul's later ministry to the Genteles of 
Corinth (verses 6-8). 

“To the Jew first” was the early watch- 
word of Christianity. Although Paul was 
specially set apart for the evangelization 
of the Gentile world, yet he always ob- 
served this order. In every place he first 
preached in the Jewish synagogucs. The 
Jews of Corinth as elsewhere rejected his 
preaching. Obeying the command olf 
Christ, Paul set his face against the Jews 
and gave himself wholly to the Gentiles 
(Matt. x. 4, 15; Luke x. 10-12). 

Paul’s new attitude marked the turning 
point of his Corinthian ministry.  Suc- 
cess attended the preaching of the word. 
God did not leave Himself wholly without 
a witness among the Jews, for Crispus, an 
influential man and the ruler of the syn- 
agogue, beeame a Christian. The men- 
tion of baptism in Corinth is noteworthy. 
No reference to the subject has been made 
since Paul’s work in Philippi (xvi. 15, 33). 
The explanation seems to be that in each 
instance a new phase in the apostle’s min- 
istry is marked. 

4. Paul’s vision af encouragement (verses 
9-11). 

God always meets his servants in the 
crisis of life. Paul’s discouragement was 


deep. Itvidently the arrival of Timothy 
and Silas but temporarily cheered him. 
Weary, disheartened, oppressed by a sense 
of fear and opposed by his enemies, the 


apostle was probably on the point of quit- 
ting Corinth. Ilow reassuring God’s mes- 
sage was! Observe its full import. Fear 
was forbidden. Boldness of utterance was 
commanded. God’s presence was vouch- 
safed. Personal safety was promised. 
The fact that his ministry in Corinth was 
not ended was imparted. This vision in- 
spired Paul with new courage. That his 
long ministry was a fruitful one the two 

epistles to the Corinthians bear witness.

The eity 
abounded in statues, paintings and in 
other works of fine art. 


TV. TEACHING POINTS. 


1. Paul earned his living by his own 
hands. Christ taught that the laborer was 
worthy of his hire (Luke x. 7). The Chris- 
tian ministry is entitled to be supported. 
A spirit of independence, however, should 
characterize Christian workers. When 
necessity requires they should be able and 
willing for a time to earn their own sup- 
port. 

2. Every boy to-day should be taught 
some means of livelihood. Paul is a great 
example of independent manhood. 

3. There is a Seriptural limit to the 
offer of the Gospel to sinners. God is a 
sovereign, not a supplant. [Every sinner 
should be given a fair chance to be saved. 
If salvation be rejected it is at the sin- 
ners cost.

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NOTES FROM TULLY. 

The Chrishian and Missionary Alliance 
Convention at Tully Lake, N. Y., has 
just come to a close, and it is with hushed 
hearts and bowed heads that we return our 
thanks to the blessed Holy Ghost, 
went ahead to prepare the way; presided 
at meeting; gave the messages; 
opened hearts and kept all things eontin- 
ually under the precious Blood of Christ.

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FIELD NOTES. 


After an uneventful journey of two nights 
and a day, we, Brother Merritt and myself, 
reached 

DENVER 

on Sunday morning, May 30th, We had not 
visited my family for several months and 
every member of it was at the depot to give 
us a royal welcome. it was a blessed home-~ 
coming. Our own soul rejoiced in the privi- 
lege of communion with loved ones. The old 
family horse, the cow and the cat never 
looked so well before. 

The Denver Branch of the Alliance, organ- 
ized less than a year ago, is in a flourishing 
condition. It has about a hundred members. 
Weekly meetings are held. Our visit, or 
rather that of Brother Merritt, was made the 
occasion of a special three Cays’ meeting. 
He preached Sunday morning at the Second 
Congregational Chureh; Sunday afternoon at 
the Galilee Baptist Church; and Sunday 
night at the Haymarket. All the evening 
meetings were held at the last-named plate, 
Multitudes--- more than could be accommo- 
dated—attended the services. On Tuesday 
an all-day meeting was held at the first Bap- 
tist Church. 1 opened the meeting and got 
Brother Merritt started about 10.30 A. M. 
There were several brethren in the congre- 
gation who are accustomed to talk on the 
various themes of the four-fold Gospel. Il 
supposed that the forenoon and afternoon 
addresses by Brother Merritt would be set in 
the midst of other exercises and talks by the 
brethren present. Having much private busi- 
ness to attend to I did not return to the 
chureh until after 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 
Alliance readers can judge of my surprise to 
find Brother Merritt still talking, and that he 
had been talking continuously for six solid 
hours. 

Wednesday morning, sorry enough to part, 
we bade him adieu and he started alone for 

LOS ANGELES, 
the city, which, more than any other on the 
Pacific Coast, is the headquarters for A}l}i- 
ance doctrines and work. 

I remainedin Denver twoweeks longer, get- 
ting matters in shape for another absence of 
indefinite length. Our work in Colorado, 
while in its infancy, is exceedingly promis- 
ing.

Brother Arthur 
Williams, of the New York Training School, 
is temporarily in charge during the summer 
vacation. He expects to devote his time to 
visitation among a number of towns during 
the summer in the interest of the work of 
the Alliance. Brother A. Wright, the Presi- 
dent of the McDonald Branch, and its organ- 
izer, is the staunch friend of all Alliance 
preachers and extended to me a most kindly 
hospitality. Mrs. Conley and Miss Craigie, 
a missionary from the Pittsburg Home, ac- 
companied me on this trip and furnished the 
music for the meeting. 

Altogether the work in Western Pennsyl- 
vania impressed me as solid and growing. 
There are several new openings for our work 
where new branches will probably soon be 
established, 
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The free Chureh of NScot- 
The Insane land Monthly has this fol- 
in Syria. lowing interesting item: 

“In a vast cavern on Mount Lebanon the 
Maronite monks of the convent of Kuzheya 
imprison the lunatics whose friends commit 
them to their care. Dragged through the 
narrow entrance to the cave, the unhappy 
vietim is brought to one of the blocks of 
stone which are placed in a row along the 
rough, damp wall of rock. He is forcibly 
held sitting until the heavy chain bolted into 
the solid rock behind him is securely around 
his neck. Three days and three nights he 
must sit here in the uttermost misery, the 
monks holding out the hope to his friends 
that on the third night St. Anthony will ap- 
pear to him and loese him from the chains, 
and restore his reason. When this ordeal is 
over, and the patient worse, his feet and 
hands are chained and his forehead brutaliy 
beaten, to exercise the demon that is sup- 
posed to possess him. When death relieves 
his agony, his tormentors profess to believe 
that St. Anthony has in pity taken him to 
heaven, and exact a heavy fee from surviving 
relatives. 

“Atrocities equally horrible are the ordi- 
nary fate of lunatics even in towns such 4s 
Bethlehem and Damascus. Mr. Theophilus 
Waldmeier, one of the prisoners rescued by 
Lord Napier of Magdala from King Theodore 
of Abyssinia, and subsequently for twenty- 
seven years laboring with success at Bru- 
mana on Mount Lebanon, has seen such 
things with his own eyes year after year, and 
has felt constrained by pity for those that 
are thus “drawn to death” to give his re- 
maining years to plead and to labor for the 
better treatment of the insane in Palestine. 
Dr. Clouston, of Morningside Asylum, vis- 
ited with Mr. Waldmeier the scene of some 
of these cruelties, and is heartily giving his 
counsel and aid to the stablishment near 
Beyrout of the first properly-equipped asylum 
for the insane in Palestine. An influential 
committee ,of which the treasurer is Sir 
Richard Tangye, 33 Victoria St., London, has 
taken up the matter, and already more than 
a fourth part of the whole sum required 
(£10,000) has been subseribed. Mr. Wald- 
meier has crossed the Atlantic to plead for 
aid, and hopes to return to Europe in August. 


Pastor Graham, who rec- 
The Bible in sides at Las Flores, 120 
South America. jiles south of Buenos 
Ayres, has sent to the La Plata Agency of 
the American Bible Society the following in- 
cidents from the journal of Colporteur Sua- 
rez, who works under his direction: 

“One of the most encouraging cases of 
blessing through the reading of the Bible T 
have ever seen is that of a Spanish family 
just outside as Flores. About nine months 
ago Suarez called at the house and offered 
his books. The husband was absent at the 
time, but his wife purchased a Bible, which 
she showed him on his return. He began to 
read it, and soon became so interested that 
he hardly cared to do anything else. When 
Suarez called, about six months later, he 
found the man delighted with his Bible. Un- 
til then he had not heard of our meetings, 
but immediately began to attend, bringing 
with him the other members of his family. 
Now the father and mother, four grown-up 
sons, a daughter, and son-in-law are, through 
the reading of the Bible, earnestly seeking 
the salvation there is in Christ, of which 
they already have had a taste. The father 
and eldest son are carrying the Gospel mes- 
sage to places at a distance where their work 
calis them, and bravely bearing persecution 
from their former friends.”

tian, and says: 

“Sir: I trust you may be able to find a 
small space for an appeal on behalf of the 
Veddahs of Ceylon. These are descendants 
of the aboriginal race of the island. A few 
hundreds still remain in the heart of the 
forest about fifty miles west of Battiealoa, 
who receive no religious instruction of any 
sort and are living in squalor and indigence. 
Rey. J. West, of the Wesleyan Mission, has 
&@ small community of these people under his 
ministration at a place about fourteen miles 
north of Batticaloa (Kalaneukerin), on the 
coast, but the people in the interior are un- 
touched, partly owing to their distance from 
mission centres and partly from the un- 
healthiness of the jungles in which they re- 
side. 

“The case of these people is a piteous one. 
Deficient in almost an idea of a God, never 
having heard the name of Christ, dirty in 
habits, and often half starving, no one who 
has seen them can withhold his compassion.”

Pres. Board. Board of Foreign Missions 
of the Presbyterian Church, South, has closed 
its financial year without a debt. The 
recipts for the year were $143,709, a gain on 
those of the previous year of $1,609. The 
balance with which the year began was $2,- 
223; the balance at the close of the year was 
only $524. This is due to the fact that the 
work has been considerably enlarged. The 
nitmber of missionaries on the roll is 150 
against 141 a year ago, and other depart- 
ments are correspondingly increased.” 


At a recent lecture in Wy- 
cliffe College, Dr. Hardie, 
of Korea, stated that Korea 
had a population of between thirteen and 
fourteen millions of Mongolian origin. Their 
religion is a mixture of Buddhism, Con- 
fucianism and demon worship. At present 
this people are very open to receive the Gos- 
pel, but here is only a little band of seventy 
missionaries, including wives, among them. 
There are about 1,000 Protestant converts, 
Who contribute annually what would be 
equivalent in this country to $5,000 a year, 
towards the support of Christian work.

Station, Congo. canon of the mighty Congo, 
among the rugged cliffs so well known to 
many a footsore missionary, lies the little 
transport station of Londe~—a cheerful little 
spot which our Heavenly Father has been 
pieased to call His own amid the barren 
wastes and rocky slopes of this great land. 
Truly it doth call afresh to mind the blessed 
promise: ‘‘The wilderness and solitary place 
shall be glad for them, and the desert shall 
rejoice and blossom as the rose.” 

It may be of some little interest to the lov- 
ing hearts of our dear readers, who from day 
to day hold us in prayer before the throne, 
to the end that our strength fail not in the 
ministry of love and reconciliation in which 
He has placed us, to know a little about the 
station aud its work. Situated as it is on 
the south bank of the Congo river, 110 miles 
from its mouth, makes it a valuable trans- 
port station for the dispatching of provisions 
to A. M. A. and 8. M. S&S. stations on the 
north bank leading to the interior, 

The loving eo-opedation and fellowship of 
the Swedish Missionary Society has been 
ours to enjoy for many years, and having 
equal shares in the Station are able to econ- 
omize in the expense of receiving, entertain- 
ing and forwarding of missionaries to their 
inland stations. 

We have two dwelling-houses, one large 
printing house, one long warchouse, and 
three houses for workmen. 

The S. M. S. issues a monthly paper in the 
Kifioti tongue and is also printing a revised 
edition of the New Testament, and Song 
Book, for which there is much demand, ow- 
ing to the spread of the Gospel and the awak- 
ening interest in the hearts of the people to 
learn to read the words of God. The Holy 
Spirit is greatly blessing the work through 
the field and many are being added to the 
Chureh. 

The English, Freneh, German and Belgium 
ocean liners come up the river as far as the 
lower Congo is navigable, and that is to Ma- 
tadi, which is but a short distance from our 
station. J*rom there we receive our cargo, 
which is transferred from the steamers to our 
cargo boats, then stored in our warehouse 
until forwarded to our inland stations by 
native caravans who carry their loads of 
sixty pounds upon their heads, receiving in 
payment abont two cents per mile. During 
the rainy season the reads are tn bad condi- 
tion, and the small ten-inch paths leading 
through the grassy tunnels are often so 
furrowed by rushing water that one can 
hardly find spaee to place their feet in the 
path. Most of the streams are without 
bridges and one is obliged to wade or swim 
them. 

All attempts at using animals as beasts of 
burden have failed on the lower Congo. 
Horses which have been imported from Bu- 
rope and the Grand Canary Islands, with but 
a few exceptions, have died after a few 
months in this severe climate. 

No one has been able to tame our native 
elephant, so we are obliged to use men as 
carriers. 

Lady missionaries are transported from 
place to place in hammocks, also men when 
not in health, A hammock crew consists 
from six to eight strong carriers. Travelling 
in Africa, especially in Congo, is quite ex- 
pensive if you take a hammock, as well as 
tiresome and fatiguing, but, praise God, all 
the toils of the road will seem nothing when 
we get to the end of the way, and as the 
little chorus so sweetly expresses it: 


“Though the road we tread is rough, 
Let us bear tn mind, 

in our Saviour strength enough 
We may always find; 

Let our motte be— 
Go on, Go on to victory! 


The river beyond Matadi is not navigable 
for 223 miles, having thirty-two water-falls 
and numerous rapids. The current passes us 
at Matadi at a rate of five to eight knots per 
hour, and one can hear the sound of the 
Whirlpool below the station, caused by a masg- 
sive wall of rock over two hundred feet in 
height which turns the entire current of the 
river nearly at a right angle. 

As day by day we see the onward flow of 
this mighty river it brings to mind this dy- 
ing race which are passing so swiftly to their 
doom. Oh, could we fully realize the re- 
sponsibility of service in these last days as 
heralds of the King among these people, sa 
few of whom have heard of a Saviour's love. 

Could you hear this evening the wild 
shrieks of those about us crazed by drink, 
you would feel their need the greater for 
long weeks. Many of these poor people have 
carried heavy burdens, such as large ivory 
tusks, and when they have sold their ivory 
all they would receive in payment would be 
rum, gunpowder and sait, It is ho wonder 
that the death-rate ig so great in this land 
and graves confront us on every hand, 

Congo is open for the Gospel. Already the 
Macedonian cry is being sounded in many 
villages. Shatl we not answer the ery in 
these fields so white and ready for harvest? 

fam sure in the hearts of many of our dear 
readers the Holy Spirit is sounding the im- 
perative command: “Go ye,’, does it not stir 
their heart to loyal obedience? Let not your 
anxious fears keep you from the grand and 
glorious purpose for which He has called 
you!

; Mr. R. D. Bannister. writes 
Encouraging In- 1,5 the following interest- 
cidents in India. ing incident from Murtiza- 

pur: 

About thirty-five miles from Murtizapur is 
the town of Anjangaon. There some years 
ago Mr. Fuller preached to a crowd of weay- 
ers and left them with a New Testament. 
Two years ago, my dear wife (now in glory) 
and I went there and preached in the weekly 
market. The following morning before start- 
ing we thought we would preach once in the 
town. It is a very large town, and at first 
we wondered where we could go to preach in 
such a large town, when we could only 
preach once. We lifted up our hearts to God 
for guidance, and started out. We came toa 
place where four roads met and thought that 
would be the place to preach. 

We had hardly commenced preaching when 
a man came out of a house near by bringing 
a book. When I opened it I was surprised to 
see it was a New Testament, and one that 
Mr. Fuller had presented to them three years 
before. He asked for an Old Testament also, 
so not having one with us we said we would 
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bring one, and the same season we went there 
again, and my wife gave him hers. it seemed 
remarkable to us that the dear Holy Spirit 
should have led us just to the spot where 
this man lived. He is one of the heads of 
a large weaving community, and has a great 
influence among the people. 

From that time on the work among the 
weavers hus gone on increasing and increas- 
ing. Kor some time the man ahove men- 
tioned has gone about among the people with 
his New Testament, telling them about the 
true God. About ten months ago he knelt 
with me in prayer and yielded his heart to 
God. He, however, holds back from baptism, 
because he feels he has to get his little 
daughter, a poor little girl of three years, 
married first. By such foolish things as 
these does Satan deccive souls who are seek- 
ing the truth. 

On our last trip to Anjangaon, about 
twenty women prayed with Mrs. Ramsey, 
who accompanied us with her husband. The 
work has now spread into two other centres 
and there are numbers who accept the truth, 
but who are as yet afraid to come out and 
confess Christ before men. They all hold 
back and wait for one another, but when a 
Start is made there will be a large number iu 
this town who will become Christians. Will 
those who read this kindly pray for these 
people, and trust with us for a great out- 
pouring of the Spirit upon them. God is 
able to saye them!

An Incident. 


Parsons: 

There have been dreadful times in the city 
here of late. Last week there were four 
murders, and some others are so badly hurt 
that they may die. One of the murderers is 
a girl, She was angry and pulled another 
girl by the arm, beating and twisting it in 
such 4 way 4s to pull it out at the shoulder, 
and the poor thing died of the injuries. The 
others were men who killed their victims in 
revenge. If any member of their family has 
ever been killed it is their duty toa take re- 
venge on some descendant of the murderer, 
if they are not able to kill him; so it keeps 
up an awful strife and enmity which can 
never die. 

Our good butcher brought a friend with 
him the day after one of the murdered men 
was brought home from the field where he 
was found, and asked us what Jesus taught 
us to do if a member of our family was mur- 
dered. I wish you eould have seen the joy 
and satisfaction which lighted his face when 
we read to him the words of Jesus: “But I 
say unto you, love your enemies, bless them 
that curse you, do goed to them that hate 
you.’ He is a large, dignified man; but he 
just clasped his hands aguin and again as he 
sat, Turkish-fashion, on a divan, and ex- 
claimed, “Ifattra dugheree! Hattra dugh- 
eree!”’ i. e., “That is straight, true, right, per- 
fect.” it means more than one word in Eng- 
lish. Then we told his friend what such a 
course would work in their lives. How [I 
long to see him converted, and many others 
of whom I would like to write you particu- 
larly, for I am beyvinning to feel that they 
belong to me for Christ. 

I am teaching the children of the school 
gymnastics, and to march, and I am sur- 
prised they do so well. It would amuse you 
to sce my class with their old, faded, dirty 
blue ZBowns, patched with every color of 
striped and figured cloth, some with sob-cobs 
on their feet, some barefooted and others 
with toe slippers, marching, but they have 
learned to keep step and do their gymnastics 
very well indeed. I set the babies on a divan 
with a lump of sugar to amuse them. I en- 
joy the work greatly. I have a new class in 
English—three Effendris sons whom I hope 
will come regularly. We have a busy life, 
and much of my time is devoted to study, for 
I must get the language so that I can use it 
freely and be able to say just what I wish to 
the hungry ones who come to us for the 
Bread of Life.
